Origin of Irish People 

When the Romans under Caesar 
Invaded Britain 53 B C . they found 
the southern half of the island oc- 
cupied by a tribe of the Cymric 
Celt*, a people descended from the 
Belgic Gauls, who had crosaed ov¬ 
er to the island from the mainland 
opposite. These people were called 
Britons A tribe of similar origin, 
the Caledonians, inhabited the 
northern half of th* island, and still 
another occupied th# adjoining is¬ 
land of Ireland, then called Scotia, 
whence its inhabitants were known 
by the name of Scots. In their own 
tongue, however, says a correspond¬ 
ent In the Cleveland Plain Dealer, 
they called their island Eri, and 
themselves Erse, from which It has 
been supposed that they were orig¬ 
inally descended from wanderers 
from a band of the Spanish or Ibe¬ 
rian Gauls. In the Third century 
the Irish Scots invaded northern 
Caledonia and largely gained pos¬ 
session of the country. Thus th# 
Irish and th# Scotch are closely al¬ 
lied ui origin.
